SheriffTakes Precautions 
Against Dillinger Effort 
To Free Pal. 


LIMA, Ohio, March 11.—(/)—A 
machine gun welcome for the fas:- 
moving John Dillinger was planned 
here today by General Harold M. 
Bush, in charge of national guards- 
men, should the jail breaker appcar 
with his own machine guns. 

General Bush tightesed his defen- 
sive arrangements as Hairy Pierport. 
personable young Dillinger lieutenant 
who early today was found guilty of 
murdering former Sheriff Jess L. Sar- 
ber last October, ate a meal of beef 
and noodles and remained quiet. Pier- 
pont’s conviction without a recommen- 
dation of mercy makes mandatory the 
imposition of the dealth penalty. 

General Bush said he had received 
a warning that Dillinger might be 
expected in Lima to try to shoot Pier- 
pont out of the county jail. He also 
has heard. he said, that Mary Kin- 
der, sweetheart of Pierpont, is on her 
way here from Indianapolis. 

“I'm not going to call out a regi- 
ment,” General Bush said. “I think 
were set.” 

“Defense of Defile.” 

General Bush. an artillery man, 
has devised here what he calls a “‘de- 
fense of defile,” a tactical setup which 
leaves his men under cover and per- 
mits machine gunners to sweep all the 
entrances to the jail where Pierpont 
is held. 

Early last week, when Pierpont’s 
trial was started. General Bush added 
more men to his force. He now is 
prepared to spread an alarm all over 
Ohio, Indiana and southern Michigan 
in 15 minutes. 

Pierpont, unconcerned and taciturn, 
spent a quiet day in the jail. He 
talked little to Charles Makley and 
Russell Clark, two other Dillinger 
henchmen, saon to be tried for the 
Sarber murder. 

Early today after deliberating 55 
minutes, a jury found Pierpont guilty 
of first-degree murder and did not 
recommend mercy. Pierpont looked 
at his mother and grinned as the bail- 
iff read the verdict. 

Exciting Court Session. 

Pierpont’s conviction came after an 
exciting session of 13 hours in court 
yesterday during which Pierpont took 
the witness stand and his sharp, com: 
manding voice freely described the es- 
cape of 10 convicts from the Indiana 
state prison last September 26 and 
his far-flung travels with Dillinger. 

Tomorrow morning Makley is 
scheduled to go on trial for his al- 
leged part in the jail break. The 
state charges that’ Makley was one 
of the three men in the jail office at 
the time former Sheriff Sarber was 
shot. Makley also is alleged to be the 
man described by Mrs. Sarber, the 
sheriff's widow, as the one who struck 
the sheriff on the head with his gun 
after Sarber had been shot. 

With Pierpont convicted but. still 
held in the jail and not yet sentenced 
to the electric chair, the city’s nerves 
became slightly jumpy today. County 
Prosecutor Ernest M. Botkin has 
taken quarters with his family in a 
hotel here and is under constant guard. 
Judge Everett also has taken a suite 
in the hotel where he will be under 
the constant watch of General Bush’s 
soldiers.

cancer nuclei and those of healthy 
cells also was seen, although the ex- 
periments are still too few for cer- 
tainty that this is general.

This microscopic technique supports 
experiments already reported at the 
University of Pennsylvania and the 
University of Illinois. There it is 
aimed to inject cancers with chemi- 
cals which give off ultra-violet rays 
that will begin at the .center of -the 
growth to destroy malignant cells, 

Dr. Lucas’ microscope shows that 
only selected ultra-violet rays possess 
this destructive power. Some _ are 
more or less harmless and might even 
stimulate rather than annihilate. Also 
that the wave length lethal to one 
type may not be the most _ potent 
against another kind of cell. With 
the new microscope the destructive 
rays can be identified. 

For the cancer cells the extremely 
lethal wave ‘lengths averaged between 
2.100 and 2,300 angstrom units, or 
less than 150 thousandths of an inch. 
_Energy absorption studies of bud- 
ding yeast cells showed that the daugh- 
ter cell does not spring full grown 
from the mother cell. The daughter 
cell at first absorbs less energy, in- 
dicating incomplete organization of 
her internal structure.

RAYBURN REVISES 
FYCHANGE PLAN 


Market Regulation Bill in 
New Form ToGo Before 
House Tuesday. | 
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By CECIL B. DICKSON. ' 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—()}— 
The Fletcher-Rayburn stock exchange 
regulation bill has been redrafted. by 
Chairman Rayburn, democrat, Texas, 
for presentation Tuesday to the house 
interstate commerce committee. 

The revised measure is understvod 
to have, in principle, the tacit ap- 
proval of President Roosevelt, who 
disclaimed the original proposal as an 
administration measure. , 

It is designed to curb abuses on the 
stock exchanges without interfering 
with private business or banking 
credit, although the administration’s 
attitude on its possible effect 6n 
credit is yet to be learned.

Railway Will Try To Drive Car 
With Short Wave Radio Power 


BOISE CITY, Okla., March 11.— 
(#)—An attempt is to be made to 
drive a railway motor car the 42 1-2 
miles from Boise City to Clayton, 


N. M., with power derived from a 
short wave radio broadcast, | 

The experiment, sponsored by the 
Santa Fe railway, is expected to be 
made within ten days. The plans are 
being developed by J. F. Jarrell, To- 
peka, Kan., head of the road’s agri- 
cultural development department, and 
M, E. Gregory, of Brentwood, Cal., 
credited by the railroad with perfect- 
ing the apparatus. 

The car to be used is of the fami- 
liar, distillate-propelled type used - by 
many railroads for short passenger 
runs. In the experiment, Jarrell said, 
the car will attempt to pick up suffi- 
cient propulsion energy from short 
waves broadcast by a _ transmitting 
station in Boise City.

Current from a 
motor-generator set at about 7,500 
volts is impressed on the plates and 
fed to the grids of the double-end 
tube, 

Following a process of oscillation, 
the voltage of the high frequency cur- 
rent developed is tapped from the os- 
cillator and led to the antenna from 
which the invisible power supposedly 
goes into space. 

As the coach moves along it appar- 
ently will pick up the power on a 
small aerial and pass it through rec- 
tifying tubes the size of an ordinary 
lamp.

U.S. Population Gains 
797,000 During 1933 


NEW YORK, March 11.—(/)— 
Gain in the population of the Unit- 
ed States last year was estimated 
today at 797,000 in a report of the 
Scripps Foundation for research in 
population problems. 

The population on January 1, 
1934, totaled 126,144,000, the re- 
port estimated, with the .6 per cent 
gain lower than any year except 
two since 1870. 

The foundation figured births in 
1933 at 2,268,000, a total 110,000 
lower than in 1932 and below any 
year since 1900. Deaths of 1,412,- 
000 were about equal to a 26-year 
average.

recent sessions of the legislature, 
only to be killed by the opposi- 
tion of representatives from rural 
districts, where it was felt that it 
would prevent the operation of 
cars by the younger members of 
families and by farm hands. 

A drivers’ license law has two 
objectives—to kéeep those unfit, 
either mentally or physically, to 
drive from behind the steering 
wheel, and to add teeth to the en- 
forcement of both rural and urban 
traffic laws by making it possible 
for the courts to suspend or re- 
voke the privilege to drive. 

The toll from deaths and prop- 
erty loss in automobile accidents 
has been decreased from 30*to 50 
per cent in every state that has 
adopted a drivers’ license system. 


59; With a constantly increasing num- 


ber of accidents in Georgia being 
attributed to the operation of 
minors, or adults unfitted for driv- 
ing, the time has come when Geor- 
gia must extend the same protec- 


tion to the users of its streets and 


highways. 

A drivers’ license law should be 
introduced early in the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly, and 
it is to be hoped that the mem- 
bers who have opposed it in the 
past will realize their error and 
permit Georgia to benefit by the 
experience®of other states with 
such laws. | 


THE FUTILITY OF CRIME. 

Aroused by the number of young 
men in the community entering 
lives of crime, 50 prominent ¢iti- 
zens of Boston met to consider 
what steps could be taken to hold 
wayward boys in check and to 
guide them properly, before a court 
stigma is put on them, and to keep 
circumstances from causing the bet- 
ter class of the youth of the city 
to break the law. 


Commenting upon the distress- 
ing imcrease of crime among the 
young, especially those in the 
ranks of the unemployed, the Bos- 
ton Herald asks: 


Are our public and our private 
agencies well co-ordinated? Are they 
all supplementing one another as they 
should? Have we really accomplished 
a maximum of good in Massachu- 
setts since we set up our juvenile 
courts and enacted our juvenile de- 
liaquency laws 25 or 30 years ago? 
Is not the early maturity of our 
criminals some evidence that the 
young are not responding adequately 
to corrective influences? Is not the 
high percentage of recidivism—or re- 


peating, as the layman calls it—a 


sign that a greater quantity and a 
higher, or, at least, a different qual- 
ity of treatment should be consid- 
ered? These are fair queries which 
go to the very heart of our crime 
problem. 

The crime records of the United 
States for the past few years show 
a decrease in the age of those 
guilty of outrages against the law 
and order of their’ communities. 


Formerly the more serious crimes |] 


—murder, bank robbery and oth- 
ers containing the greatest threat 


to life and property—were com- 


mitted generally by ‘‘veteran” crim- 
inals, with long records of crime 
and imprisonment behind them. 


Now the great majority of such 
crimes are being committed by 
youths between 18 and 25, for 
which there are two principal rea- 
sons—unemployment and the fact 
that most of the older criminals 
have been lodged behind the bars. 

Atlanta is no exception to this 
general condition ezisting through- 
out the country. “Most of those 
arrested as suspects in connection 
with the recent wave of crime in 
the city are ejther youths who 
have not reached their majorit$ or 
young men just entering into man- 
hood. Most of them are novices 
at crime. 


A pathetic phase of the spread 


of crime into the ranks of youth 


lies in the apparent failure of these 
new recruits to underworld forces 
to realize that “crime does not 


| Pay.” The career of the average 


criminal runs from a few months 
to a year or so before he is ar- 


rested and convicted.

FARM PRICE-FIXING | 
URGED BY LEADERS} 


Compulsory Production 
‘Control, NRA Codes 
Also Recommended. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, March 11. 
()—Two hundred farm leaders in- 
dorsed a demand for governmental 
price-fixing on agricultural commodi- 
ties at the conclusion of a two-day 


conference called by Governor Olson, | 


of Minnesota. 


The group also indirectly indorsed 


la program of compulsory production 


control. 

Spéeches were centered around the 
premise that agriculture should be 
treated as an industry or public util- 
ity in obtaining an equitable fixed 
price. . 

Olson said the proposed govern- 
mental price-fixing program contem- 
plated that prices would be deter- 
mined by the AAA or some other 
federal agency. He pointed to the 
Bankhead bill for production control 
and a measure of price-fixing for cot- 
ton by President Roosevelt as indica- 
tive of the administration’s willing- 
ness to consider now a similar pro- 
gram for other commodities. 

A program for price-fixing by an 
NRA code for agriculture and infla- 
tion was rejected by the administra- 
tion. when presented by five midwest 


governors after a conference here last¢ 


October. 

During the day a dozen panaceas 
for agriculture were offeged. 

Representation at the meeting was 
chiefly from the farmers’ union and 
farmers’ holiday association. Earlier 
today these groups reiterated demands 
for an NRA code, price-fixing and 
additional mortgage refinancing at an 
agricultural conference here. — 

About 50 of the union and holiday 
leaders, headed by the national 
union’s board of. directors, indorsed 
the program at a morning conference 
preceding that called by Governor Ol- 
son. 

The program, virtually the same as 
that presented at a conference of gov- 
ernors here last October, calls for en- 
actment of the Frazier bill, to pro- 
vide mortgage refinancing supplemen- 
tal to the present program; payment 
of the soldiers’ bonus; an NRA code 
for agriculture; prices for farm com- 
modities fixed on the basis of equal- 
ity with industrial prices; formation 
of a permanent association of gov- 
ernors to “protect the citizens of their 
states from confiscation of property ;” 
fixation of farm commodity prices by 
the respective states with provision 
for penalty for selling below these 
fixed prices, and a federal embargo 
on importation of agricultural com- 
—— now under government con- 
trol. 

The union and holiday officers yes- 
terday had expressed opposition to a 
plan for price-fixing and production 
control advocated by Governor Ol- 
son.

when the desired article can be ob- 
tained from only one concern. 
More than 92 per cent of the army’s 


and navy’s ‘purchases have been put 
into one or the other of these cate- 
gories. The comptroller general ob- 
jected frequently, but the answer to 
him was that the law said specifically 
that he had no control over the con- 
tracts. 

The comptroller general, at the re- 
quest of the house investigators, is 
drafting an amendment to the 1926 act 
which would let him pass on army 
and navy contracts as he does all 
others. 

As a contrast to the army and navy, 
the commerce department, over whose 
contracts the’ comptroller does have 
jurisdiction, was pointed to by the 
comptroller’s report. 

From May, 1926, through 1933, its 
23 airplane and engine contracts were 
comparatively small—only $294,141. 
But of that total, only one contract 
for a $22,325 airplane was let with- 
out competition. That plane; it was 
explained, was bought in a hurry be- 
cause of an emergency. 

Another fact of interest to the in- 
vestigators was that by far the larg- 
est part of the army and navy engines 
came from two manufatturers—Pratt 
& Whitney Aircraft Company and the 
Wright Aeronautical Corporation. 

Of all its 4,245 engines, the army 
got 2,492 from Pratt-Whitney, 1,153 
from Wright, 587 from a Wright sub- 
sidiary and only 13 from all other en- 
gine makers. 

The navy obtained 2,149 of its 3,158 
from Pratt-Whitney, 971 from Wright, 
two from the Wright subsidiary and 
36 from all others. 

Likewise, most of the airplanes were 
bought from half a dozen companies. 
Witnesses have told the military com- 
mittee that these companies composed 
an “air trust,” and for the most part 
were connected through stock owner- 
ships or holding companies with the 
two big engine firms.

It was so good 
that when he left school he promptly 
got a job playing in the old Georgia 
Million-Dollar league. Cotton was 
worth something then and everybody 
had money in the cotton belt. But 
one day Roy Carlyle broke his leg in 
a game at Griffin, so his career in 
the Million-Dollar league did not last 
long. That was the season of 1922, 
after he left school. 

Red Barron and a few other dis- 
tinguished college athletes played in 
the Million-Dollar league at that time 
and there was much rivalry. 

Carlyle’s broken leg mended suf- 
ficiently to play ball again the next 
year.

} WENT TO BOSTON. 

This season was good enough to 
get Roy Carlyle into the American 
league, where he landed with Boston 
in 1925, He hit .325 for the Red Sox. 
The next year he was with the New 
York Yankees, batting .310 as a pinch 
hitter. After leading several other 
leagues in the minors, where he went 
after 1926, Carlyle came to the Crack- 
ers to end his career at home, so to 
speak. 

He had a good year here in 1931, 
but the club went bad in 1932 and he 
was one of those let out. He is now 
living at Norcross and enjoying life 
fishing and hunting when he is not 
working. He has hopes of doing a 
comeback this summer and hopes to 
play somewhere. 

Roy Carlyle holds several long dis- 
tance hitting records. He hit a ball 
610 feet on the coast on a windy day 
and in 1924 in Atlanta, hit the longest 
ball on record at Ponce de Leon park 
off Hollis McLaughlin. There is an 
oak post sunk at Gainesville, Ga., to 
mark the spot to which Carlyle hit a 
record home run ball there.

It is apparent that six clubs is an 
absolute laydown due to the fact that 
the spade suit breaks and the club 
queen can be picked up without even 
finessing on the second round. 

Only three other teams bid the slam 
and, frankly, I must admit that those 
who did not are not particularly to 
be criticized as the slam is just bare- 
ly an even-money chance. 

Strangely enough, one team that 
did contract for the slam went down. 
The declarer, after drawing trumps, 
led the king of spades, and when 
North dropped the nine, arbitrarily 
decided that this card was a single- 
ton and took a second-round finesse 
against the possible knave of spades 
in the South hand. Obviously, this 
finesse lost, and the contract was de- 
feated one trick.

There is an old story 
of a mother who watched a parade 
of soldiers as . they marched by 
rhythmical movement, the flow of 
their precisional steps making music 
that would meet the requirements of 
a metropome. Along came her darling 
son and’ when she saw him she groan- 
ed, “Everybody is out of step but 
Johnny.” . 

So it is with the person who has 
lost faith in the human race. The 
parade is marching by, friend keeps 
step with friend, family with fam- 
ily, but there is always some one 
ms the army whose sense of rhythm 
deserts him momentarily and causes 
him to break the smooth flow of 
the passing procession. He fancies 
that it is they, not he, ‘at fault. Bot 
before he has gone far he realizes 
- he must catch step or fall out 
of line. 


Long ago Thomas Huxley wrote 
this sentence: “It is not who is right, 
but what is right, that is of impor- 
tance.” No matter what disappoint- 
ments our friends and acquaintances 
may cost us, no matter how many 
failures of loyalty we suffer at their 


hands, no matter how they tax out) 


love, if we ourselves are above re- 
proach, not one or all of the disillu- 
sioning experiences can destroy our 
faith in the human race. For in the 
last analysis the faith in every heart 
is the expression of the inner light 
and not the reflection of some outer 
light. So long as a man is capable of 
loyalty, so long will he ,have faith 
in the loyalty of others. So long as a 
man is capable of true affection so 
long will he believe that others have 
similar capacity. But when he cannot 
love, cannot be loyal, then, and no 
sooner, will he. be persuaded that 
friends and acquaintances are siml- 
larly afflicted. 


But again, “it is not who is right, 
but what is right, that is important.” 
Without faith in humanity ever de- 
partment of a man’s life is paralyzed 
and stagnated. He can’t court and 
marry a girl with any satisfaction, 
for love without faith is a fatuous 
farce. He can’t engage in business 
with any degree of assurance because 
most business is done on credit and 
credit is simply belief in the promise 
of governments, or individuals, to pay 
what is promised. He can’t enter a 
pees for the same reason and 
or the added one that nobody wants 
the professional services of a man 
who is acknowledged to be a misan- 
thropist.

that is in thine own eye? .. . 
Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of. thine own eye; and 
then thou shalt see clearly to cast 
out the mote out of thy brother’s 
eye.” |

time or other each of us is wrong, 
but that doesn’t affect the standards 
that remain stationary and humanly 
speaking, unattainable. We cannot 
live and love and serve happily un- 


‘less we have faith in our fellow men. 
They, like we, are struggling, striv- 


ing, faltering, floundering, failing, yet 
trying to merit the faith of othere by 
being faithful toward others, trying 
to win love by loving others. Only as 
they succeed are they worthy of our 
faith. and only as we suceeed are we 
worthy of theirs, All of us want 
credit for the struggle, all of us need 
extension of the credit, and the best 
way to get it is to give it.

If you have not been able to look | 
through a telescope at this time, you | 
may be able to borrow a pair -of field 
glasses or opera glasses. They will 
not show as much as a telescope, but 
you can see more through them than 
with just your cyes. : : 

The planet Jupiter is brightly in | 
view this month, and I suggést that 


you look at it in the northeast 
sky, with telescope or opera aman 
and try to locate the moons which go 
around it. . 


That’ is one of the most interesti 
sights I have ever seen—Jupiter with 
its moons. Except with a very strong 
telescope, we can see no more than 
four moons; but. all told, Jupiter has 
nine’ moons! The other five are 
smaller, and have been discovered only 
during the past 42 years. Galileo 
turned a little telescope on Jupiter 
back in the year 1610, and was the 
first to see the four larger moons. 


To see the stars and lanets 
clearly, we need a night in ohn 
there are no clouds in the way, and 
when the earth’s moon is not sblakaet 
If you take opera glasses out on a 
moonlit night, however, you will be 
able to turn them on the moon and. 
see things of high interest. Mountains 
and valleys ean be viewed on the 
moon; and also round markings which 
look Jike craters of volcanoes. If they 
really are craters, they are dead crat- 
ers; for astronomers never have ob- 
served them in eruption. 

Mercury and Venus do .not have 
moons, and so far as we know Pluto 
has no moon; but each of the other 
good-sized planets has at least one, 
The earth and Neptune have one 
apiece, while Mars has two, Uranus 
has four, and Saturn has nine or ten. 

Back in 1905, an astronomer saw 
what he believed was the tenth moon 
of Saturn; but other astronomers fail- 
ed to confirm his discovery. At any 
rate Saturn has at least nine moons 
along with beautiful rings.

Manufacture and distribution of mer- 
chandise in the past week began to 
reach prop@tions reminiscent of the 
minor boom in several lines last July. 


_Preparations for the Baster shop- 
ping season went forward feverishly. 
with many wholesalers hard pressed 
to make deliveries, and merchants in 
several localities planning for the 
best volume in four years. 

The outstanding business news of 
the week was President Roosevelt’s 
request for shortening working hours 
and higher wages under the NRA 
codes, and this appeared in some in- 
stances to have stimulated buying in 
expectation of price increases. 

Many executives expressed alarm 
over the ability of industry to ab- 
sorb further wage costs at this junc- 
ture, but General Johnson later made 
it clear that there was no intention 
to enforce changes upon industries 
that could not stand it. 

_ Several industrial indicators eon- 
tinued to show better than seasonal 
gains, although upswing seemed a lit- 
tle less sharp than in February. Elec- 
tric ‘power production was reported 
close to the levels of 1931, and a 
little better than the previous week, 
Moody’s index indicating a_ slightly 
better than seasonal rise. Steel pro- 
duction also continued to expand at 
a rate better than usual for this 
period. Steel said ingot output had 
risen 3 percentage points to a rate 
of 51 per cent of capacity. 

Automobile outquickened a little 
more, despite strikes at the plants of 
one producer, and further complaints 
of difficulty in getting quick deliy- 
eries of materials. Cram estimated 
the week’s production at 73,645 units, 
up 2,135 from the previous week, and 
about two and a half times the ex- 
tremely slack production of the like 
week in 1933. 

The weekly freight car loadings 
report, covering the week ended 
March 3, made the least favorable 
showing of the principal weekly sta- 
tistical displays. An increase of 5.4 
per cent over the previous week boost- 
ed the total to a new high for this 
season since 1931, but the gain was a 
little less than the seasonal average, 
and adjusted index figures for freight 
movement showed a consequent de- 
cline.

COTTON HESITANT, 
MART INFLUENCED 
BY BANKHEAD BILL 


Buying Orders Scant 
During Listless Week; 
Disposition To Sell Like- 
wise Lags. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 11.—(4) 
Progress of the Bankhead bill in con- 
eress was the dominant influence in 
the cotton market during the past 
week. The delay in taking up the bill 
in the house of representatives was 
mainly responsible for the unwilling- 
ness of traders to enter upon new 
commitments, and as a result buying 
orders were scant. 

On the other hand, there was little 
disposition to sell, selling being con- 
fined mainly to ring traders for quick 
turns. Such sellers found it hard to 
buy back what they sold when en- 
deavoring to cover, owing to the 
searcity of contract 

As a result of this waiting atti- 
tude of traders, the extreme sprea 
of price fluctuations was narrow or 
about 30 points all told. The price 
trend was slowly downward in the 
first half of the week, but there was 
a quick recovery in the second half 
owing to favorably construed amend- 
ments to the Fletcher stock control 
measure in the senate and the pros- 
pect that the Bankhead bill would be 
taken up as soon as the army supply 
bill should be out of the way. As a 
result. the close of the week showed 
a trifling net gain. of 3 points. 

The demand for spots in southern 
markets was almost at a standstill as 
far as the export inquiry was con- 
cerned, while the demand from do- 
mestic mills was light and: for the 
higher grades mainly. This slack de- 
mand for spots was due to the same 
influences prevailing in the contract 
market. 

Actual exports were comparatively 
light during the past week and con- 
siderably less than for the correspond- 
ing week last season.
